Mcy a* a I.abor Day. Climatic reasona—the first of May is nsnally a 
cold and wet day in the northern st.iti-s and little anited for ontdoor 
demoustretion*—may have done the rest. » 

On .Tune ?4. the first Monday in Septemher becans lAfeOF 
Day by act of Congress. And Socialistic trade* union men can wall 
•ifford to celebrate two lAbor Days. Kirst, we have not eaon^ boll« 
days by any mean* Second, the commingling of the workeit with hadi 
other, the exchange of ideas, tlie discussion of matters pertaining to 
their own welfare, all of whidi takes place on lAbok Day, broaden the 
sphere of the toiler and make of him a stronger and btotor man. 

There is also another reason why workmen, and espeeklly unkto 
men, should celchrale every Labor Day and especially also the Labor 
Day in .September. 

Anv union man who will look bark over the hiatory of labor can 
easily find cause for enrouragement. lie will find that it ia abaolufa^ 
futile to check a movement that is ultimately destined to give insD 
wha^ they earn. 

And whatever has been accomplishni has NTn accomplisbad by or. 
ganiaations. We have made great prognss during the last 800 yaen| 
in apite of great odds. 

Every workingman, for instance, lakes it for granted now that kt 
pan move wherever he pleases—that lie should be permitted to M 
about the country doing work wherever he ehooees. Thii was not ue 
case during the* middle iges under the nile of fendaliam. 

It we* eepitaliam that brought this right for the workers after the 
moft fearful and bloody struggles. Feudalism, becked up by the holy 
church, eliimed that tlie workman was as neeessary to the land or thii 
shops, as the horse or the ox—and the landevi proprietors and other 
employer* pleaded with tears in their eyes with the lawmakeia, whw 
were jtndeil proprietors themselves, that the workmen ahoold wof blf 
allowed to wander away from his ground or his shop—except by peiV' 
mission—or the whole world would go to min. .

The most barbarous fact m all Christendom is the labor market. 
The mere term sufficiently expresses the animalism of comuiercial 
civilization.' 

They who buy and they who sell in the labor market are alike 
dehi^anized by the inhuman traffi! in the brain, and blood and liones 
.pf human being*. 

The lalK>r market is the foundation of so-called civilized societv. 
Without these shambles, without this rommeree in human life, this 
aaerifice of manhoml and womanhoo.l, this barter of babes, this sale of 
aouls, the capitalist civilixations of all lands and all climes would crum¬ 
ble to ruin and perish from the ea-th. 

The capitalist system is no lon.'^er adapted to the ne«l* of moilern 
society. It is outgrown and fetters the forces of progress. Industrial 
and commercial competition are largely of the pa.st. The handwriting 
blazes on the wall. Centralization and combination are the r.ioilei*' 
forces in industrial and romniervial life. Comps'tition is breaking 
down and co-operation is supplanting it. . . 

All the wealth the vast army of labor produce* above its subsist¬ 
ence is taken by the maehine-owning capitalists, who also owr. the 
land, and the mills, the factories, railroads and mines, the fciests ard 
fields and all other means of production and traasportation. 

Hence wealth and poverty, millionairca and beggars, castles and 
earee, luxury and lajualor, painted parasites on the boulcvn.’vl and 
painted poverty among tjie red lights. 

Hence strikes, boycotts, riots, murder, suicide, insanity, prostitu¬ 
tion on a fearful and increasing scale. 

Capitalism is dying and its extremities arc already decom|msiiig. 
The blotches upon the surface show that the blood no longer cirew' 
lates. The time is near when the cadaver will have to be removed and 
the atmosphere purified. 

The old order of societv can survive but little longer. Socialism 
is next in order. The swelling minority sounds warning of the im¬ 
pending change. Soon that minority wilt be the majority and then will 
come t^ co-operative eommonwealtli. 

These are stirring days for living men. The day of critia ia draw¬ 
ing near and Social-Dcniocrati are exerting all their power to prepare 
the people for it. 

Labor Day mnat be regarded not as a privily to be thankful for. 
but ai a right to be enjoyed. We never h«ir of Capital Day, not be- 
eause capital has no day, but because every day ia capital day. Lat>or 
Day it a good day to rest the hands and give the brain a diaacc—to 
think about what ha* been, and is, and is yet to be. 

We are all one—all worker* of all lands and clime*. We know 
not eolor nor creed, nor lex in tha Labor UoTement.

Labor’s Adv«iice Through 
Orgiolzation. 

From the Statute of Laborer-, 
paaeed in 13S1, and the Statute of 
.kppranlices, piaaed in 1.583 and re¬ 
plied os late os 181:1-. no fewer 
than thirty exnrei. -tatute. we*< 
passed in England down to 182.5 
which, among other things, mad.- 
the association of workingman crim¬ 
inal. 

The very eircumstince that so 
much legislation inlen hsl to be sup¬ 
pressive was deemetl Moi'cssary may 
well indicate'that th' procease, br^ 
gan early hv which England was to 
become the mother of 'abor unions. 
Where the thirty sletiitc* of luj*- 
pression were writt.n in vain m 
those years long part, tlicre were at 
the close of 1902 more than 1,900,- 
000 organized workingmen, in 1,18.3 
uniona. 

It is claimed that i-.<‘ union mem¬ 
bership in the United States largely 
exceeds that of the rt.iicd Kingdom 
now. In proportion to popnlation 
however, induatiy in Britain is 
much more thorougldy organixnd. 

Following the Eiiglisti-speaking 
nations in the nurntx-r, membership 
and 'importance of tlicir labor or¬ 
ganisations come Oeruiany, 800,000 
members; France, ncjrly 500,000; 
Anstria, more than 1,57,000; Den¬ 
mark, nearly 100 .<-"; Hungary, 
over 64,000; Sweden. about 60,00<i; 
Norway, 24,000; Swurerland, about 
.50,000;- Belgium, between 00,000 
and 70,000; Spain, mor* than 
41.000, 

These fignrea are given in a recent 
book by Dr. Oilman. 

Dr. Gilman has aim.'d to treat the 
iiibject of indnltrinl peace more 
comprehensively than nther writers 
have done and to nuke up in part 
for what he consider* “a surprising 
lack of books” on tl-.i* vital matter. 
He traces jn brief d.-fail the hit’iry 
of combitiaiiofi among laboring men 
and give* an interest iig reference to 
the times preceding the unions, 
when master* ireM n*ually their 
own helpers. In sin-h timti in the 
duchy of Magdeburg, for instance^ 
there wire (year 17(<4) 87,050 mas¬ 
ters to 4,285 iifiataiit- and appren¬ 
tices. 

At present in thi- country labor 
is better organiwd tlian capital. It

Wisconsin ha* been violating the constitution and has kept her-elf nuf- 
eide the organised movemenr by refusing a rharter. This is KOT trn.v 
Tlie national eonatitution doe* not require a state lo take out a char¬ 
ter. The national eonstiftitMUi drs*< not mentiion a tingle word about a 
charter. .Vml yei manv comrade* will vole vea on thia proposition 
»uppo-ing ihrv ar* merely voting f.i have Wiscontin comply with the 
eonstitntion. Beside*, the phra-e “that they (Wlseonsinl’*^ he made to 
'■complv with the .«ime iM’idilion* a* all other *tatr*,” is in direct vio¬ 
lation of the nntionil eonstitntion, whieh exprowly gives each state the 
frmlom of making its own arrangements a* to certain details not pro-
